COMMITTEE ISSUES STATEMENT 
PRESBYTERIAN CREED. 


Explanation Made That the Confession 

of Faith Declares That Children 

. Dying in Imfancy Are Saved— 

Church Never Held.Otherwise—Pre- 

destination Clause Also Cleared’ Up 

Adults Saved Through the “Grace 
of God. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
Presbyterian Committee on Creed Revision 
today decided upon a form of declaratory 
statement on the third chapter of the con- 
fession of faith, declaring that the doctrine 
of predestination is held in harmony with 
God’s love for all mankind and that no man 
is condemned except on the ground of his sin. 
. A declaratory statement with reference to 
“ elect infants” also was adopted, 
that the Presbyterian church does not teac 
that those dying in infancy are lost, but that 
all dying in infancy are souemencng in the — 


tion of grace. 


Doctrine Is Not New. 

“That has always been the reason and 
meaning of the word ‘elect,’”’ said Dr. 
Roberts, the secretary of the committee, to- 
day. “The adverse criticism which the 
church has met for so many years has been 
unfair, because it has been ignorant. As 
early as 1560 the Reformed Church of Scot- 
land entered its protest in this matter, and 
ever since we have been teaching the exact 
opposite of that which we were charged 
with teaching. By ‘ elect’ was and is‘meant 
the election of God’s grace and love. No 
act of man can of itself save as ob ¢ child— 
and that is the true meaning, as olr declara- 
tory statement now makes clear.” 


Conclusions Are Unanimous. 

This cohclusion was reached after four 
days of almost continuous discussion, and 
the members of the committee stated to- 
night that it is a unanimous declaration, 
and state what has always been the doc- 
trine of the Presbyterian Church, The 
declaratory statement is merely an elucida- 
tion of certain passages in the confession. 

Dr. Roberts when asked regarding a 
rumor that the section regarding infants 
was to be eliminated, declared there was no 
ground for such a statement. 

“We shall not even recommend a textual 
revision of its text,’’ he said. ‘‘ We shall 
merely propose such an explanation as that 
which has now been decided upon.”’ 

Instructions to the Committee. 

The instructions under which the commit- 
tee is now working were issued by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the church, held in this 
city last May, which, in calling for a new 
statement, ordered that “‘ the said statement 
is to be prepared with a view to its being 
employed to give information and a better 
understanding of our doctrinal beliefs, and 
not with a view to its becoming a substitute 
or an alternative of our Confession of Faith.” 

“The radical members of the assembly "who 
forced such action, held then, and stiil 
affirm, that the statement now in use is too 
long for daily use, and too complicated 
readily to be understood.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


HE extraordinary woman whose death 

has just taken place at Paris, and 
: which is recorded in the cable dis- 
, patches as that of Mme. Rattazzi, 

bore during her long and stormy life 
many names, to some of which she had no 
right. She styled herself in turn Princess 
Marie Bonaparte, Princess Solms, Marte 
Wyse, “‘ Baron Stock,’ Mme. Rattazzi, and 
finally Mme. de’ Rute. 

It is perfectly true that she was for several 
years the wife of the Prime Minister of Italy, 
who, being <ompletely subject to her in- 
fluence, allowed her to play an important role 
jn international politics during the decade 
that preceded the Franco-German war. It 
is aiso true that her husband, Sefior de Rute, 
was a Spanish grandee and statesman, 
though not of the first rank. never attain- 
ing any higher rank than that of Under 
Sécretary of the Department of Foreign 
Affairs. It cannot be denied that she con- 
tributed in no small measure to the restora- 
tion of the late King Alfoneo of Spain, who 
as a token of gratitude conferred upon her 
the order of Marie Louise, a distinction rare- 
ly granted by the Spanish crown and lim- 
ited to a great extent to royal ladies. More- 
‘over, she was a woman of wonderful brill- 
fancy, remarkably clever with her pen, and 
possessed of great beauty of face and figure, 
which she retained in a wonderful manner 
long after she had become a grandmother. 
Indeed, the retention of her charms in ex- 
treme old age can be compared to no other 
case than that of Ninon de l’Enclos. 

With all that she was regarded as an ad- 
vyenturess, as a woman completely declassée, 

who might be tolerated at official receptions 
but not welcomed at the houses of the great 
world. There was too much- unenviable 
er nNames—a the best that can 
her is that she was a 
international Bohemia. 


it may be remembered that the first Em- 
peror Napoleoy had an elder brother named 
imcien, who bore the Italian title of Prince 
of Canino. Lucien was twice married, his 
éecond wife being by birth a Mile. de Bies- 
champs, who had been divorced by the 
Parisian banker, Jouberthon. The great 
Emperor Ngpoleon and his family absolutely 
declined to recognize the validity of this 
second marriage of Lucien with the divorced 
Mme. Jouberthon, and refused to admit the 
Jegitimacy of the children. 
Among the the latter was a daughter of 
the name of Letitia Bonaparte, who in 
March, 1821, married at Cunino Thomas 
Wyse, a scion of the old Irish county fam- 
ily of that name. Letitia gave birth to a 
foufie of sons before her separation in 1828 
from Thomas Wyse, who afterwards became 
Atritish Envoy at the Court of Athens, and 
gied as Sir Thomas Wyse. The elder of 
these two sons inherited the Wyse fami- 
jy eBtates hear Waterford, scstates: that

are now in the possession of his son. 

Several years after leaving her husband 
Letitia gave birth to three other children, 
one Of whom just died under the name of 
Mme. Rattazzi Rute; the second became the 
wife of the Hungarian revolutionary Gen- 
eral, Turr, the engineer and promoter of 
the Corinth Canal; while the third, Lieuten- 
ant Lucien Bonaparte Wyse, was the man 
who first obtained the concesion for the 
Panama Canal from the Colombian govern- 
ment, which he subsequentiy sold to De 
Lesseps and his syndicate. 

The Wyse: family absolutely refused to 
recognize the relationship of the Lieutenant, 
of Mme. Rattazzi, and of Mme. Turr, and 
some ten years ago published in the London 
Times a collectively signed letter explaining 
how it was that none of.the three last born 
ehildren of Princess Letitia could possibly 
be the offspring of Sir Thomas Wyse, and 
that under the circumstances they had no 
right to bear his name. 

Marie married at the ege of 16 an enormous- 
ly wealthy German contractor of the name 
of Solms, who was in no4vise connected even 
remotely with the princely and noble fam- 
flies of that name, although Marie always 
insisted that he had been a Prince. Before 
they had been married a year he abandcnded 
her, owing to her behavior, leaving her. 
however, possessed of the $200,000 which 
he had settled upon her at the time of his 
marriage. Before long she became, not 
merely privately but publicly. associated 
with the elderly Marquis de Pommereux, 
and the publicity of her relations with the 
man, as well as her persistence in styling 
herself Princess Marie Bonaparte, tn }.pite 
of the. decree of the French zfibunals to 
the effect that she had not a vestige of right 
to the name of Bonaparte, or to the title 
of Princess, led Napoleon IIl., who was 
certainly no prude, to have her expelled from 
French territory as an objecticnable for- 
eigner, she having become a German by her 
marriage to Solms. | 

The old Marquis de Pommereux Gied sud- 
denly, bequeathing to Mme. Solms not only 
his vast fortune but likewise his mag- 
nificent collection of jewels. The willl was 
contested by his relatives, and after the 
most unsavory proceedings in court, the 
matter was finally compromised by the fam- 
ily, allowing Mme. Solms to keep a part of 
the money and all the jewels, which were 

world-famed. 

Just about this time her husband, Solms, 
died in the United States, and happening to 
make the acquaintance in a railroad car- 
riage of the then Italian Prime Minister Ur- 

Rattazzi, she infatuated the old man to 
such a degree that in defiance of the en- 
treaties of King Victor Emmanuel and of 
all his friends he made.her his wife. | 

As Mme. Ratazzi she published a novel 


entitled Bicheville,” in which she satirized 


the Florentine aristocracy, which had given 
her the cold shoulder. This involved her 
husband in all sorts of quarrels, and while 
Premier he was obliged to fight a duel on 
account of this book with the Florentine 
Marquis Pepoli, in which he was wounded. 
lt was likewise while wife of the Premier 
that she appeared at a fancy dress ball at 
the Court of Turin in a costume of the an- 
‘clent Greek period and with sandals that left 
her feet bare. Her feet were as famous for 
their beauty as those of the Countess de 
Castiglione, and she was as proud of them 
as the latter lady. She gave them the names 
of Edward and Constantine, and it was by 
these names that they were known to her 
friends and admirers, among whom were the 
great poet, Victor Hugo, who raved about 
her feet and wrote a wonderfully poetic Iet- 
ter about the latter, saying that, like Hesi- 
ode, he looked upon the bare foot as “ celes- 


thal.” 


Rattazzi died in 1873, and his widow there- 
upon returned to Paris, from which Napo- 
leon III. had meanwhile been driven by the 
republic. She arrived in time to assist Al- 
fonso XIII. in his restoration to the throne of 
Spain, but somewhat embarrassed him when, 
after his return to Madrid, she announced 
her intention of opening a salon there and 
of becoming a conspicuous figure at his 
court. It was at his ‘suggestion that she 
married the Spanish statesman, De Rute, 
who died about ten years ago, leaving her 
for the third time a widow. ‘ 


From that time forth she made her head- 
quarters at’ Paris, managing by means of 
her pen and of her eccentricities to keep her 
name constantly before the public. 
occasion she was sentenced to a term ’of im- 
prisonment ‘for slandering old Queen Isa- 
bella’s Cuban-born brother-in-law, Senator 
Guell y Rente. But the sentence was, on ap- 
peal, transformed into a mere fine. 

Then, too, she was constantly being robbed 
of her jewels. In one instance her butler de- 
camped with a quantity of them and fled to 
Constantinople, where he sold them to a local 
jeweicr. The latter sold a superb necklace 
forming part of the plunder to the Sultan, 
who presented it to the present Empress of 
Germany on the occasion of her memorable 
visit to Constantinople.

de Rute, and as the latter made a demand 
them Empfess was compelled to give

The names are to be subscribed under the 
following form, prepared by the Executive 
committee: 

‘We, the undersigned, agree to pay 
to EB. G. Keith, acting as treasurer of 
the fund raised and to be raised, the 
sum set opposite our respective names, 
in trust, to be used oniy for the pur- 
pose cf purchasing a site for a rural home 
end school for boys, and to erect thereon 
necessary buildings and to furnish and fit 
the same for use, and we agree to make 
pxyment of the subscription at such time 
and in such manner as the same may be 
ealled for.’’ : 

As a result of all this systematic work on 
the part of the Executive committee, it ts 
hoped that $500,000 will be raised for the 
institution by: May 1 of this year, and that 
ground will have been broken for the founda- 
tion of the buildings to be erected before that 
time. Of that sum $150,000 has been raised 
or pledged or is available for the purposes 
of the movement. that amount having becn 
raised spontaneously and without any con- 
ecrted action 7 

Under the direction of the trustees of the 
Siate fund. Judge Tuthill, E. G. Keith, and 
Pr. F. Sunny, N. W McLain, a real estate 
expert, is now engaged in a personal in- 
vestigation of the available sites for the 
institution. A site within thirty or fifty 
miles cf Chicago is desired. The expert has 
a list of over thirty farms within that dis- 
tance of Chicag6, each ranging in area from 
850 to 1,000 acres each. It is believed that 
the committce will be able to select a satis- 
factory site from among that number. 

Judge Tuthill expects to go to Springfield 
this week to Confer wi-h Governor Yates over 
the question of the appointment of the trus- 
tees for the institution. The appointment of 
these officials was provided for by the Legis- 
lature of Llinois at its last session in the act 
appropriating $35,000 towards the establish- 
ment of the Institution. Governor Yates has 
agreed to appoint the trustees on the recom- 
mendation of the Execu five committee of the 
home in order that those who build the in- 
stitution with their own funds may have the 
controlling voice in its management. 

The history of the movement for the estab- 
lishment of a rural home and school for boys 
began with a speech delivered by Judge Tut- 
hill before the Commercial club. Judge Tut- 
hill, by virtue of his position a 
the Juvenile Court, had for

brought into actual contact with the boys of 


Chicago charged with minor violations of the 
law due almost entirely to the fact that they 
practically lived on the stree’s and were free 
from the usual restraints of a home.

The invitation was accepted and in his ad- 
dress Judge Tuthill called attention to the 
great need of an institution for the care of 
the homeless boys who, if left to chance, 
were almost sure to become members of the

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criminal class when grown to manhood. 

At about the same time Cyrus H. MeCor- 
mick was drawn on the grand jury and be- 
came foreman of that body. In the delibera- 
tions of the jury and during its investigations 
special attention was called to the boy prob- 
lem in Chicago. At the suggestion of Mr. 
McCormick the jury visited the County Jail. 
There it found boys of tender years locked up 
in the same building with murderers, holdup 
men, and other criminals of the worst type.

So impressed was Mr. McCormick by the 
results of his investigations that he perscn- 
ally called the attention of the Commercial 
club to the problem. : 

Mr. McCormick and Judge Tuthill’s ef- 
forts to interest the club in the movement 
for the solution of the problem were fruit- 
The club appointed a committee which 
spent considerable time in visiting various 
institutions throughout the country designed 
for that purpose. The investigating tour 


further impressed the club with the neglect 


of Illinois and Chicago in grappling with the 
problem. At a subsequent m eting of the 
club its members voted to make a tentative 
pledge of $50,000 for such an institution. 
There the movement rested unti. the an- 
nouncement was made that a dividend of 
some $300,000 was about to be declared on the 
old World’s Fair stock. @Vhile reading that 
announcement Judge Tuthill th ught cf his 
proposed boys’ home in connection with the 
the ividend. When he

of dividends were made and the fund took 
an upward bound. : 
It was about at this time that Judge 
Tuthill in an interview gave utterance 
to the words: ‘I ean't sleep nights for 
thinking of ‘the conditicn of the boys 
on the streets of Chicago.” The sentiment 
appea:ed to Samuel W. Allerton. and he re- 
sponded with a pledge of $5,000 towards the 
establishment of a home for such juveniles 
as referred to by Judge Tuthfil. Henry S. 
Weaver read of the pledge of Mr. Allerton 
and called up Judge Tuthil!l over a tele- 
Phone and pledged a s'milaramount. Henry 
C. Lytton then pledged his subscription. 
Not content with his pledge, Mr. Allerton 
called some of his friends together at the 
Union League ciub at a luncheon and laid 
the whole plan of Judge Tuthill befcre 
them. Among the guests was Governor 
Yates, who made his piedge of the appoint- 
mert of the members of the Board of Trus- 
tees on the recommendation of the men 
who would raise the means for the estab- 
lishment of the home and school. An infor- 
mal organization was effected by the elec- 
tion of Henry E. Weaver chairman and 
Wiliam P. Williams secretary. A good 
sized amount of money was pledged to the 
movement at the luncheon. | ‘ 
Another impetus was given the undertak- 
ing when W. L. B. Jenney of the firm of 
Jenney &. Mundie, architects, volunteered 
to prepare the plans for the home and school 
without cost to the institution.

THE.- RURAL+HOME-AND-SCHOOL 
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contemplates the erection of the buildings 
around a square, or plaza, to be used as a 
campus. At the approach to one corner of 
the square will be located four well equipped 
teachers’ cottages, two on each side of the 
broad roadway leading to the institution. - 

A broad roadway is planned to extend 
around the four sides of the plaza between 
the campus and the cottages for the accom- 
modation of the students of the institution. 
On the opposite corner from the main en- 
trance and facing it is the site for the ad- 
ministration building, consisting of a main 
building and two wings extending from the 
sides. Back of the administration building 
and connectéd with it Is the assembly hall. 
To each side of it are the kitchen and din‘ng- 
room and the gymnasium, both detached. 
To the rear is a storage-house and other 
necesssary buiidings, the stables, poultry 


yard, reservoir, and athletic field. 


The entire plan of the institution has been 
worked out with a view of providing an ideal 
home for boys who, if left to thelr unfavora- 

le surroundings In the city. would ve 
every chance of becoming criminals. Care 
has been taken to eliminate all ideas of a 
reform school or delinquent school from the 
institution. The one idea kept in view tn the 
whole movement has been the establishment 
of a perfect rural home and school tn whi 
the best traits of the boys admitted may be 
brought out. 

It is hoped that when the home is estab- 
lished a boy may be clothed, fed, taught, 
and given all the advantages of an education~ 
al institution for the expenditure of $10 a 
month. They will be removed from the bane- 
fu' influences of the slums of a city and the 
habitual associates of the-boy who fs left at 


freedom to roam the streets. and who often 


knows no home but the worst pest holes of 
a great city. 3 

The institution will be kept clear of polf- 
ties and will be underom'national in fits tne 


ception and control. Under the present law - 


the State has the annointrent of five out of 
the nine trustees.

The South d inventor has been work- 
ing on airship plans for years, and now has 
perfected them to a degree where he believes 
he has reached a solution of the perplexing 
question. In the operation of his airship the. 


“‘ cyclone force.” This consists of series of 
lifting wheel’ jocated at each side of the 


tubes in the aerial wings, thereby obtaining 
mechanically the effect of a bird’s feathers 
and wings when itn motion. 

Unlike most ships thus far built, the in- 
ventor of the ship says the wings will be 
Stationary and serve as aerial planes while 
the wheels perform the lifting force. The 
longitudinal movement is produced in the 
same manner, thereby forming what is 
termed a continuous “‘cyclone” effect in’ 
advance of the travel of the vessel. It is 
stated that by this method any air currents 
not favorable to the travel of the vessel are 
destroyed and conformed to the needs of 
safety in high speed. 

The plan of the inventor is to begin work 
upon the construction of his airship within 
the next month. He will spend $25,000 in 
perfecting the two machines he has in con- 
templation. One of these machines will be 
constructed either single or tandem, to be 
operated much the same as a bicycle, while 
for the other he will use an instantaneous 
flasher boiler and nhon-friction rotary engine. 
The plan of the boiler is the direct applica- 
tion of heat to water; thus converting it into 
steam and avoiding condensation by sepa- 
rating the water and steam at once, ’thereby 
making the heat from one gasoline burner 
suffice for a whole furnace of soft coal. 
With this boiler he expects five gallons of 
gasoline to carry him to’St. Louis. 

The Indiana inventor bases all of his hopes 
of success upon what he styles “ lifting. 
wheels.”” There will be eighty-eight of 
these wheels on his aerial ship, forty-four on 
either side of the machine. They will be 
made of aluminium. The ship will 
shaped like a cigar, and the speed motion will 
be produced by wheels located in two tubes 
running the full length of the machine and. 
located in the center. These tubes are to be 
cast from aluminium, which material also 
will be used in the construction of. the hull. 
Stationary wings will serve as aerial planes. 
The rudders for steering are composed of 
horizontal and vertical blades of aluminium. 
They will operate alike at both ends of the 
ship. Through the agency of the lifting 
wheels the vessel will be put under speed 
before leaving the ground. 
| The motive power employed is claimed by 
the inventor to be at least 75 per cent su- 
perior to anything so far produced by other 
inventors and to be only one-tenth of or- 
dinary weight. The engine will be construct- 
ed of aluminium and will be steel lined, and

Second-only to the Germania club is the 
Chicago Turngemeinde, which occupies the 
North Side Turner Hall, and which has a 
membership of over 500. The largest mem- 
bership is claimed by the Schwaben Verein, 
which has 1,000 names enrolled upon its 
roster. In addition to these there are in 
existence numerous women’s societies, men’s 
secret, benevolent, and turning organiza- 
tions, while scattered all over the city are 
the halls of the Turn Verein, which is an 
heirloom of the German. 


Care for Their Poor. 


In 1858 ‘there was organized in Chicago 
the German Relief and Aid society, which 
looks after the poor among the Germans 
by distributing about $10,000 among them 
every year. 

As a result. of the efforts of these various 
Sodleties statues have been erected in Lin- 
coin Park in honor of Sch‘ller and Beethoven, 
while in Humboldt Park a likeness of Alex- 
gnder Humboldt has been reared with funds 
contributed by the Germans. 

While there is no distinctly German settle- 
ment in Chicago, the North, Northwest, and 
Southwest sections of the city are largely 
inhabited by Germans, and some idea of 
their number and attitude may be gained 
from the fact that four large papers printed 
in German, and three of them issuing daily, 


are published in the city. 


The oldest in point of years is the Staats 


/Zeltung, which was established in 1837 by 


A. C. Hesing, father of Washington Hes- 
ing, one time postmaster of Chicago, and 
Herman Raster. The Staats Zeitung is is- 
sued in the morning, and has acirculation of 
$5,000. The Freie Presse, an evening paper, 


sailed. It is a yacht on wheels, a graceful 
land-going clipper, faster than any that ever 
rode the main, and is aptly named “ Desert 
Queen.’ To the heart of the sun-blistered, 
fobidding waste this odd thing carries its 
plucky navigators, and ludicrous stories are 
brought to the outer world by the solitary 
prospectors who in their roamings have 
seen its white sails silhouetted against the 
ever-changing background. 

This, the. strangest vehicle ever propelled 


by the wind, was built by two miners, 


Charles S. and Carl H. Hoyt of Cleveland, 


O., six months ago. It has been in use ever 


since, covering thousands of miles. The 
Hoyts have a gold mine in the buttes near 
Rosamond, Cal., and live nine miles away at 
the other end of a peculiar dry lake, which 
is hard as concrete and swept smooth asa 
tennis court by the sands forever driven over 
it by the fierce winds rushing through Te- 
hachepi Pass. This level tract suggested the 


novel idea of a sailing machine, and it was 


built of odds and ends picked up about thé 


camp. 
For the front support an old buggy axle 


was used, and to this were attached two 
iron wheels, thirty inches in diameter, which 
had done service on a farming implement. 


Other parts were improvised with similar 


ingenuity, and the result is a stanch “ boat ”’ 
14 feet long, 8 feet across in front and taper- 
ing to the rear, with a mast 15 feet high; 
mainsail 10 feet on the boom and 10 feet on 


the mast; jib and jibboom to match. The 
steering contrivance is like that used on a. 
hook and ladder truck. The “ship’’ an- 
swers its helm perfectly and sails about as 


close to the wind as the ordinary water craft. 
On its initial run Desert Queen got beyond 
control, and, while tearing along at a terrific 
rate, came to grief with a crash. Broken 
timbers, bruised men, and wrecked sails 


What the possibilities of a carefully 
balanced machine with ball bearings and 
rubber tires and plenty of canvas would be 


on the smooth lake bed can hardly be con- 


jectured, but it is to be demonstrated. Sevy- 
eral mining men are considering the building 
of two such craft for racing and for experi- 
mental purposes in other directions. This 


invention has suggested various possibili- 


ties, including a new, quick, and cheap mode 
of transportation across the Sahara, where 
winds are said to prevail constantly.

Dwellers in the city find great difficulty in raising flowers 


and early vegetables. This is very simple if one only knows 
how to go about it. 

Have your ice-man bring yon a load of nice fresh dirt and 
sprinkle six inches deep in the room which you set apart for 
the purpose. Do not plant anything for the frst four or five 
days, but moisten down your garden with’ several tubs of water 
night or morning. If the neighbors in the flat beneath are so 
iH bred as to make objection to water dripping through and ruin- 
ing their wall paper, besides mixing up with the dainty things on 
the breakfast table, complain to the landiord. There are sume 
people in the world who do not love flowers ‘and beautiful things, 
and you must expect to meét with objections. 

Lay your garden out in beds. Three or four beds will be suf- 
ficient. Nice brass beds or those of ornamental ‘iron will be 


be raised in a cradle, although an expensive crib is not neces- 
sary. Put the beds and the cradle around the room in an artistic 
manner and then proceed to plant everything you ean get your 
hands on. Put the flower bed in the center of the room. I 
would not try to raise oak trees at first. They are liable to take 
up too much room. Gooseberries grow well, as do also sun- 
flowers and hollyhocks.

nutritious, and it is indeed lovely to eat onions raised in your 


own flat, but sometimes their balmy odors float out upon the 
air, and you will find that they interfere quite seriously with 
pink teas, 

Be careful where you get your young plants. They should 
be brought from Labrador or New Brunswick. Only plants 
inured to such a climate as prevails in these vountries are able 
to withstand the usual temperature that prevails in most Chica- 
go flats in winter. Lichens, ferns, and the like ought to do well. 


Roses and many kinds of young vegetables thrive best if, 


they have a frequent change of air. If you live in an apart- 
ment building where fhere is an elevator persuade your kind 
janitor to let you arrange a small garden on top of the lift, as 
we call it in England.
